To 
those who may wonder at hls change 
of position, ha ‘says in a brief fore- 
word to The Time Is Now: 


“ZF soy that I still belleve war u 
supreme evil and its existence on 
earth to-day the betrayal of Christ 
by organised Christianity.

It ds too late this year for an at- 
tempted Invasion of Britaln, and it 
‘nay be Impossible next year when 
armaments ought to be strong be- 
yond doubt., It is recognised now, 
however, that the best defence ° of 
Britain Js the destruction of German 
resources wherever they are.

hakes place in Russia and in Ger- 
mony, so-much the better; it will 
certulnly take place in “Britain if 
Germany attempts to land there now. 

Meanwhile, the "Volkischer 
Beobachter” ccmplains of the unfa'r 
method the Russians employed when 
the Germans rushed forward in the 
Minsk region with thelr tanks, It 
uppears that the f{crmer allowed the 
latter to poss and then sprang thelr 
surprisa, Apparently the Russians 
did not know it was not cricket to 
take advantage of a blitzkricg with 
Its panzers down,
